Thus we speak of daffodil time, of the tulip season, the iris, peony, 
delphinium, hollyhock, phlox and chrysanthemum seasons. Though 
there are hundreds of other flowers blossoming with them, we do not 
use their names with which to designate the seasons, but give 
unconscious homage to the flowers that dominate their companions 
in size, vigor and brilliance. 

It is naturally the dominant flowers of which we wish to grow the 
largest number and variety. If they are missing from our gardens, 
there is a great loss of interest. Others we may like as well and, in 
some cases, we may prefer them; but a garden devoid of iris in the 
iris season, of phlox when the phloxes are in bloom, or of chrysanthe- 
mums in the closing days of the garden year, will be incomplete.

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Color Suggestions 


AR GREATEST charm of flower arrangements in the modern 
garden is obtained by skillful combinations of color. 

The laws of color which govern flower arrangements, and are 
followed in planning color schemes in interior decorations, are applic- 
able to garden effects, 

Pale tones of a color are known as tints and the darker tones as 
shades. Tints of different colors may be combined freely as all tints 
harmonize; but with shades of different colors care must be used to 
avoid clashes. There are two forms of harmony, harmony by analogy 
and harmony by contrast. In the first, different shades or tints of a 
single color are placed together; and in the second, complementary 
colors are combined. Examples of complementary colors are red and 
green, violet and yellow, and orange and blue. There are many other 
contrasts which are delightful, among them pink and blue, yellow and 
blue, and always dark shades of red, and purple with white. White 
may be used in any combination, and blue in most. Both serve to bind 
together other colors. In the garden with a green background, pale 
flowers must be plentiful, in order that their companions may be seen. 

Delphinium Formosum or Indigo, both tall and dark purple, are 
often combined with Madonna Lilies; indeed “Lilies and Larkspur” are 
eo often seen together that some say the combination is commonplace; 
but how could anything so lovely be that? The paler hybrid Del- 
phiniums and even Belladonna, are also combined with white Lilies, 
effectively. 

One of the finest plantings in the Iris season, is pale lavender Iris 
Pallida Dalmatica, in mass, witha contrasting mass of the yellow 
Ranunculus Asiaticus (Buttercup cr Bachelor's button) which 
flowers at the same time.

FEW know many of our prettiest and best known | 


annuals may be sown in the fall, in fact some va- } 
rieties, like the annual Larkspur, are much better 
treated in this way. The principle is the one Nature 
uses. Seed dropped from parent plant will lie dor- 


mant in the soil until early in the spring when it § 


germinates and begins a root system long before one 


can get in the ground to sow seed. Consequently § 


the flowering season is prolonged by the earlier 
blooming. Ground should be prepared and seed 
sown just previous to thelate heavy frosts. 

The fall-sown plants, as a rule, are much sturdier 
and better established on the blossoming date than 
those started indoors. 

Another advantage of fall sowing is that it relieves 
pressure in the springtime. Care should be taken 
not to sow too early, as the seed will germinate and 
die in the fall.

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The Charm of a Rock Garden 


(Ste see in rock gardening, long a 
pleasing feature in European gardens, in 
recent years is Showing a great increase among 
American gardeners. It is a fascinating sub- 
ject. Collecting the rocks is interesting. In 
some gardens nearly every rock has a history. 
These pretty green ones we picked up while 
enroute home from the South; the lovely gray 
ones when we were camping in Wisconsin, and 
the rich brown ones are a memento of a trip 
East. 

Rock gardening intrigues because it is a 
thing of growth; each year adds to its beauty. 
Alpine plants transform the rocks into a 
gigantic artist's palette covered with splashes 
of vivid and harmonious colors. Alpines are 
perennials. Annuals may be used the first 
year to fill in until the perennials get fully 
established. On page 50 we offer a list of 
annuals suitable for this purpose. 

Formation and coloring of the foliage are 
points to be considered in selecting rock 
plants. Good drainage is necessary and so is 
rich soil, as the amount of soil is limited, so 
the plants have to secure their sustenance 
from a small area. Culture is the same as 
other perennials. 

Prepare a seed bed in a sheltered position 
where the amount of sunshine and moisture 
can be controlled; pulverize the soil carefully 
and sow the seeds in rows to the depth of not 
more than four times the size of the seed (fine 
seed to be merely covered). When seedlings 
are large enough, transplant in rows in the 
garden. In transplating, dig a larger hole 
than the root calls for and incorporate in the 


bottom a trowelful of well rotted manure, 
covering the manure with soil so that the 
roots will not come in contact with the manure 
until they are in want of additional nourish- 
ment. 


Notes should be kept each year of time of 
blooming of all plants. Plants should be set 
in groups of one color for best effect. For 
instance, in pansies have only a mass of blue 
(Lord Beaconsfield) and if the garden is large 
enough have another of pure yellow. Many 
books on the subject give one complete

THE ART OF GROWING DAHLIAS 


AHLIAS will grow almost anywhere. But in 
some sections there are special adverse condi- 
tions which must be overcome. The tuber that is 
planted grows and multiplies underground to the 
same extent that the plant grows above. Therefore, 
if the ground it is planted 1n is not of such character 
or “‘friability”” that will grow potatoes, beets or any 
other root crop, 1t stands to reason that it is not suited 
to dahlias. 


The dahlia is a voracious feeder which means that 
it must have room and focd, and should not be 
planted near trees or shrubs that send their roots out 
for great distances. The dahlia stem 1s simiiar in 
character to the hollyhock and sunflower stalks 
excepting that the dahlia is filled with water. Too 
much water during its growing season will tend to 

roduce a wealth of foliage and little or no blossoms. 
Ne also will cause the tuber to send up several small 
shoots or-sprouts which take from the strength of the 
main stalk and lessen the chances of bloom. 


An enthusiastic dahlia fan who grows dahlias for 
pleasure and has rather remarkable success growing 
them in the soil of the well-known North Shore dis- 
trict of Chicago follows this program: 


In the fall, just prior to the time the ground freezes, 
spade up the space allotted for the dahlias. In the 
spring a good heavy covering of well rotted manure 
to the depth of 6 inches 1s spread over the surface 
and is spaded in. When the plet is smoothed over it 
is then measured out. Four feet apart each way (five 
would be better if there is room), seven-foot stakes of 
material, two inches square, are driven into the 
ground one foot. Labels corresponding to the names 
of the dahlias are next tacked on the stakes at the 
top for later identification. Then the tubers are 
planted directly in front of the stakes, and covered 
with at least five inches of soil. Next a fifty-pound 
sack of sheep manure is raked over the 200 square 


feet of surface and watered enough to lay it. 


An important point 1s the time of planting. Tubers 
are not planted until the ground is warm and dry, 
usually May 15thon the North Shore near Chicago. 
Tubers rot quickly in cold, wet soil. 

Dahlia plants, now so widely used, are set out 
later than the tubers, and planted deeper than it is 
customary to set perennial plants 


Depending now upon the weather the sprouts will 
start to show in from ten days to three weeks. Pinch 
off all but one the same as you would do with a 
tomato plant and keep on pinching off all but the 
one sprout. As soon as this has reached a height of 
eighteen inches or two feet tie it to the stake, it is 
tender and brittle and will easily snap off Do not 
use ordinary string for tying as it cuts into the stem 
and if it cuts far enough will let the water content 
out and the plant is done for. (3 tape is good.) 


Sidv branches may now be allowed to grow, but not 
too many—one on each side will be plenty. Aside 
from what water the plant will get from rain it should 
not be watered until the buds start to form, then 
from one to two pails of water daily 1s needed. 


The buds are thrown out much as the branches of 
the plant and need some pinching off. One main 
flower bud will have from two to four side buds 
which should be pinched off, as they take from the 
strength of the main flower. These are always small 
and apt to be irregularly formed. 


The varieties of the dahlia are many and varied, 
as to color and size, hence the choice should be left 
to the individual. The average person interested in 
dahlias seems to have the greatest success with the 
decorative and hybrid decorative types. In the 
garden of the ‘‘fan’” on the North Shore, mentioned 
above, as many as twelve blooms, measuring from 
seven to eleven inches across, were cut at one time. 

The use of fertilizer in liquid form is exceedingly 
helpful during the blooming period.
